Sandy trees turned into toys

Trees that came crashing down dur- 
ing superstorm Sandy and their undead 
arboreal brethren have been chopped 
up and their body parts have been scat- 
tered around a secluded area in Pros- 
pect Park to form a newly opened chil- 
dren’s play space. 

The brand-new jungle gym that 
opened on Sunday is made of trees and 
tree parts that parks personnel found 
either felled by the winds of the super- 
storm and other severe weather or stand- 
ing dead, waiting to strike innocents 
walking below. The war on zombtrees is 
ongoing and, though tree casualties so 
far outnumber human ones, the sanded- 
wood Donald and Barbara Zucker Nat- 
ural Exploration Area is a victory mon- 
ument for humanity. Park officials say 
children dancing on the woody graves 
will help liven up the northeastern cor- 
ner of Brooklyn’s backyard. 

“We hope that the Zucker Natural 
Exploration Area will help generate ex- 
citement for this long-overlooked sec- 
tion of the park,” said Emily Lloyd, 
the president of the Prospect Park Al- 
liance, which manages the massive 
green space. 

The tree-cemetery-turned-play- 
ground is located j ust off the East Drive 
in a large grassy field named Nellie’s 
Lawn and the organization is planning 
to further restore the area around it. 

Designers of the new kids oasis 
carved the dead wood, turning one ly- 
ing-down log into a seat and another 
upright trunk into a tunnel. 

The $200,000 park addition was 
funded through a grant from first- 
time park donors Donald and Bar- 
bara Zucker, for whom the play 
space is named. It also features a 
large hand-pump that pours water 
onto a grooved log, steps made out 
of stumps, boulders, climbing areas, 
and sand patches.

New variety of Hynes has familiar flavor 

Officially running as a Republican, DA says he'll still tow the Democratic Party line

If it walks like an elephant and 
talks like an elephant ... it might 
still be a donkey! 

Brooklyn’s 23 -year district at- 
torney announced on Oct. 8 that, 
following his stunning defeat last 
month in the Democratic primary, 
he would continue his run for re- 
election on the Republican and 


Conservative party lines. But 
Charles “Joe” Hynes said that 
this doesn’t mean he’s now a 
Republican. 

“I’m a lifelong Democrat, and I 
always will be a Democrat,” said 
the borough’s top lawman. “The 
Republicans and the Conserva- 
tives know it.” 

Hynes — who has appeared on 
the right-leaning parties’ ballot 


lines since 2005 — lost the Dem- 
ocratic nomination to former fed- 
eral prosecutor Ken Thompson 
on Sept. 10. The six-term incum- 
bent conceded defeat on primary 
night, and promised to start work- 
ing on the transition — but later 
said he changed his mind after 
reading reports in the New York 
Post that former Democratic Party 
boss Clarence Norman helped run 


Thompson’s campaign. 

Hynes helped send Norman 
up the river in 2005 for accept- 
ing illegal contributions to his 
Assembly campaign. Thompson 
has denied that Norman played 
any role in his election effort, 
but Hynes claimed that Thomp- 
son is covering up the truth and 
called for the electorate to ren- 
der a verdict on Nov. 5. 


“The voters are going to de- 
cide if they can trust someone 
who flat-out lied about the role 
Clarence Norman played in his 
campaign,” Hynes said. 

But even if Hynes’s heart still 
belongs to the party of President 
Obama, his team said he has been 
in talks with GOP leadership 
about how continuing to cam- 
paign could provide a boost to 


Republican Council candidates 
like John Quaglione and David 
Storobin, who are seeking seats in 
Bay Ridge and Brighton Beach, 
respectively. 

“Those kind of points did 
come up, sure,” said Hynes 
spokesman Jerry Schmetterer, 
who is on vacation from his reg- 
ular job as director of public in-

Grass-gouging fest banned from P'Park

The controversial music- 
and-food festival that wrecked 
Prospect Park for two years in 
a row will not be invited back 
to party, a Parks Department 
official told the city council at 
a hearing last Thursday. 

The weekend-long Great 
GoogaMooga wrecked the 
park’s Nethermead meadow 
both go-rounds, forcing the 


field to close for costly clean- 
ups and raising the ire of park 
patrons who said that the big- 
ticket event had no place in 
Brooklyn’s backyard — and 
the city finally seems to be 
listening. 

“After two years of assess- 
ing [GoogaMooga] in that site, 
we pretty much feel at this time 
that it’s probably not the ap- 
propriate venue for something 
like that,” said Parks Depart- 


ment assistant commissioner 
Betsy Smith at the hearing 
about the private use of pub- 
lic parkland. 

Smith said that the fest 
caused “more damage than we 
thought” after this year’s gated 
event, which attracted tens of 
thousands of attendees and left 
parts of the meadow fenced off 
for repairs for most of the sum- 
mer. The Parks Department

Scaffolding up, but no work gets done 

Courthouse sidewalk safety zone has become a permanent fixture

Disorder outside the court! 
Scaffolding has shrouded the Down- 
town sidewalk around the Brooklyn Su- 
preme Court for nearly two years, but 
no work appears to have happened de- 
spite the fact that the construction-en- 
abling contraption costs the city thou- 
sands of dollars each month. 

“They rent monthly, so believe me, 
they’ll call us as soon as they’re finished 
with their project,” said Troy Mazanek, a 
spokesman for Swing Staging Inc., which

installed the overhead walkway, called 
a sidewalk shed, in January 2012, ac- 
cording to city records. 

A month’s rent is $6 per foot, accord- 
ing to Mazanek, meaning that the two 
blocks worth of sidewalk shed around 
the building on Adams Street between 
Joralemon and Johnson streets costs 
the city $3,450 every month, plus the 
$86,250 it paid for the initial installa- 
tion. Surely there must be some major 
overhaul going on up above for the gov- 
ernment to spend $162,150 and count- 
ing on this scaffolding, right? 

Wrong. Maybe. 


The Department of Buildings says 
that the apparatus was erected for mi- 
nor repairs on the courthouse’s exte- 
rior and that the sidewalk shed will be 
gone when the job is done, but depart- 
ment spokeswoman Gloria Chin would 
not say what the repairs entail and de- 
partment records show no applications 
to do work on the building. 

Sidewalk sheds are installed to ei- 
ther facilitate construction or when con- 
ditions on a building are dangerous to 
the public and the gear cannot be re- 
moved until the project is finished or

A third of below-market apartments 
at Domino won't be close to the river

So much for waterfront liv- 
ing. 

The developer of the Domino 
Sugar Factory plans to put nearly 
a third of the below-market-rate 
housing for a massive Williams- 
burg luxury complex on a site 
across the street and uphill from 
the rest of the waterfront develop- 
ment, which some neighbors say 
would be a good thing if it means 
the cheaper apartments are avail- 
able faster. 

“To have both market-rent ten- 
ants and low-income tenants liv- 
ing together is the way all housing 
should be built, but more impor- 
tantly, to have 250 affordable hous- 
ing units available in the immediate 
future for a population so desper- 
ately in need is a must,” said Debra 
Medina, a spokeswoman for the 
community group Los Sures, at 
a Department of Housing Preser- 
vation and Development hearing 
about the proposal last Friday.

Atlantic Ave. shops 
welcome bicyclists

One of Brooklyn’s most car-con- 
gested thoroughfares is now being re- 
branded as a haven for bikes, though 
two-wheel advocates say they do not 
see an end to auto rule happening any 
time soon. 

A stretch of Atlantic Avenue where 
bikes must contend with six lanes of 
car traffic without so much as a “Share 
the road” sign has been designated the 
borough’s first Bike-Friendly Business 
District, giving cyclists discounts at doz- 
ens of stores, easy access to biking info, 
and more places 
to park along the 
busy commer- 
cial strip. The 
district is the re- 
sult of a collab- 
oration between 
the Atlantic Ave- 
nue Business Im- 
provement Dis- 
trict, a pro-business group, and the bike 
advocacy organization Transportation 
Alternatives, which says that despite 
the lack of a bike right-of-way, the traf- 
fic the commercial strip gets from side 
street cycling routes made the choice 
a no-brainer. 

“There was a lot of demand that 
came from a couple of different an- 
gles,” said Jill Guidera, a community 
organizer for the organization that is 
advocating for but has not seen con- 
crete progress towards adding a bike 


lane to the 1 1 blocks of the business 
district between the Brooklyn-Queens 
Expressway and Fourth Avenue. Five 
streets with bike lanes cross the sec- 
tion and three more parallel it within 
a couple of blocks and Guidera said 
there is more than enough pedal-pow- 
ered traffic to justify the free-wheel- 
friendly label. 

“There are a lot of people who are 
already bicycling in that district and 
the businesses were looking for a way 
to accommodate those customers,” she 
said. 

So far, more than 60 businesses have 
signed up, includ- 
ing restaurants, 
clothing stores, toy 
shops, law firms, 
bakeries, salons, 
and delis. Par- 
ticipating shops 
will offer perks 
such as five to 
20-percent discounts for helmet-car- 
rying customers, free road rules pam- 
phlets, and trainings for bike delivery 
workers, and some are petitioning for 
more bike parking. 

There are currently about 140 bike 
racks on the blocks’ sidewalks and 
neighborhood leaders say that de- 
mand for the hitching posts is likely 
to grow. 

“We need many of them,” said Josef 
Szende, president of the Atlantic Av- 
enue Business Improvement and avid

biker. “As with car parking, people do 
not want to have to walk too far from 
where they park and they do not want 
to have to cross the street.” 

In recent weeks, business owners 
along the strip, including Twisted Lily, 
The Herb Shoppe, and Make a Frame 
have put in city requests for additional 
sidewalk racks with the help of Trans- 
portation Alternatives. 

Atlantic Avenue’s Bike -Friendly 
Business District officially launched 
on Saturday with a 30-person bike ride 
along nearby side streets including 
Smith Street, Clinton Street, Hoyt Street, 
Henry Street, and Boerum Place.

deemed the event “too big” 
for the park’s Nethermead 
meadow, Smith said. 

Green space advocates 
cheered the news that the 
big festival will not be mak- 
ing a three-peat of the long 
lines and drunk crowds that 
they say were better suited 
for a stadium than a rolling 
lawn. 

“It’s certainly really good 
news,” said Geoffrey Croft, 
director of New York City 
Park Advocates. “The event 
obviously should have never 
been sited there in the first 
place. It’s a completely com- 
mercial event with a non-park 
purpose.” 

Execs with Superfly Pres- 
ents, the company that or- 
ganizes the event, said in a 
statement late Thursday night 
that they get it, okay? 

“We understand and 
support the Department of 
Parks & Recreation’s deci- 


sion, and we look forward 
to continuing a great work- 
ing relationship with them, 
both on this project and others 
in the future,” the company 
wrote. “We thank the Pros- 
pect Park Alliance for the op- 
portunity to bring Googa- 
Mooga to Prospect Park 
the past two years, and we 
pledge our continued support 
for their mission to make the 
park an enjoyable and world- 
class public space.” 

Thursday’s council hear- 
ing came nearly two weeks 
after a festival thrown by 
cable kids network Nickel- 
odeon drew 35,000 children 
and their families to the Neth- 
ermead and further wrecked 
the big field, according to 
park regulars. 

Park preservationists who 
are opposed to the park host- 
ing big, ticketed events like 
GoogaMooga andNickelode- 
on’s Worldwide Day of Play 
have said that the security 
guards, corporate logos, and 


long set-up and break-down 
times show a clear privatiza- 
tion of the commons but, de- 
spite the GoogaMooga snub, 
park officials do not see it 
that way. 

“Large events occur be- 
cause New Yorkers demand 
them,” Smith told the coun- 
cil. “They love them and they 
turn out in large numbers to 
enjoy them.” 

Councilman Brad Lander 
(D-Park Slope) said at the 
hearing that his office was 
inundated with phone calls 
from concerned users of Fred- 
erick Olmsted’s public play- 
ground after GoogaMooga and 
the Nickeledeon bash. 

“ft does feel to people like 
their park is being taken from 
them and they don’t like it,” 
he said. 

Park officials said that the 
reason for requiring tickets 
and putting up barricades at 
large-scale events, which are 
typically free, is simply for 
crowd control. 

But the events do bring 
money to the city. The Parks 
Department charges a fee 


to any organizer hosting 
an event in a city park that 
draws more than 500 peo- 
ple. The fee is often negoti- 
ated for large-scale events 
like GoogaMooga and is cal- 
culated based on the duration 
of the event, the impact the 
event will have on the park, 
and the level of commercial 
activity the event generates, 
agency officials said. 

Smith said that the fee 
has nothing to do with how 
much money party organizers 
make, but some councilmem- 
bers argued that it should be 
factored in. 

The Prospect Park Alli- 
ance, which manages Pros- 
pect Park, made $75,000 on 
a fee from GoogaMooga, 
$41,500 from the movie-party 
Tropfest, and $150,000 from 
Nickelodeon. The funds help 
pay for park maintenance and 
free programming, accord- 
ing to the Alliance. 

Any organizer hosting a 
large-scale event is required 
by contract to pay for any 
damages that occurred as a 
result of the event.

After collapse, owner fears entering new building

A townhouse is being 
built on the site of a Car- 
roll Gardens brownstone that 
fell down last year and was 
cleared away brick by brick, 
but the owner of the prop- 
erty says he is not sure if he 
will move his family back 
in to the new home because 
they are still reeling from the 
shock of the collapse. 

Howard Schneider and 
his family have been liv- 
ing in a Downtown apart- 
ment since the side wall of 
his four-story Carroll Street 
building caved in and sent 
them packing and, though 
they were not home at the 
time, the thought of the mov- 
ing into a building on the site 
of the collapse might be too 
much to bear. 

“I’ll be honest, there are 
psychological issues,” Sch- 
neider said. “No matter how 
well I make this building I 
don’t know if it’s good for 
my kids.” 

Schneider, his wife, and 
their three kids were tak- 
ing a summer vacation in 
West Point, New York last 
year when Schneider got the 
harrowing call in the mid- 
dle of the night. A fire of- 
ficial told him that the wall 
of his home between Court 
and Smith streets had just 
come crashing down and 
said he should come back 
immediately. 

“It was shocking,” Sch- 
neider said, recalling the mo- 
ment he laid eyes on the 19 th-

century building where he 
had lived for a decade, now 
stripped of an entire side, his 
children’s beds sticking out 


into the open air. 

“We’re beyond lucky,” 
he said. 

Several tenants were 


home at the time and, al- 
though none were injured, 
fire officials told Schneider 
that his kids' beds were in 
the “kill zone.” 

Within hours of the col- 
lapse, which officials said 
was caused by rotting floor 
joists and buckling walls, the 
Department of Buildings or- 
dered the rest of the build- 
ing be demolished by hand, 
a mammoth undertaking that 
Schneider claims cost him 
$535,000. 

Over the course of the 
months-long project, Sch- 
neider said that he stood in 
front of his former home 
nearly every day watching 
workers take apart his home 
brick by brick and sometimes 
heading in to the wrecked 
house to grab irreplaceable 
items including family pho- 
tos, home videos, and a paint- 
ing by his grandmother. 

Now Schneider has part- 
nered with developer Gino Vi- 
tale to raise a new five-story 
townhouse on the site and they 
say it will be built to last. 

“It will last 500 years,” 
said Vitale, a Brooklyn de- 
veloper. “It’s going to be all 
steel and concrete.” 

The new building will 
have a brownstone facade, 
a full stoop, and will blend 
in with the rest of the block, 
Vitale said. 

The new Carroll Street 
building will be completed 
in six to eight months, said 
Vitale, adding that each 
floor will have a balcony 
in back.

plot on Kent Avenue between 
S. Third and S. Fourth streets, 
rather than spreading the bud- 
get units evenly throughout 
the towers, the remaining five 
of which sits along the East 
River and will be built later. 
The move would make 200 
of the first skyscraper’s 400 
units below-market-rate. 

Only 20 members of the 
public attended the meeting 
and only two spoke, includ- 
ing Medina, but Two Trees 
says that the shuffling is what 
Williamsburg wants. 

“Advocates expressed a 
strong preference to have 
the affordable units front- 
loaded in the six-or-eight- 


year-long development,” 
said Dave Lombino, head 
of special projects for Two 
Trees. 

Not everyone is on board 
with the plan, though. Some 
say the Two Trees proposal 
could mean big money in 
the long-term for the devel- 
oper while below-market-rate 
tenants end up cut off from 
amenities. 

“It could allow the shifting 
of all the affordable housing 
to the inland site to maximize 
the profit for the developer 
and allow the sale of individ- 
ual parcels, presumably on 
the waterfront, without re- 
quiring any affordable hous- 
ing on these sites,” said neigh- 


bor and Domino opponent 
Stephanie Eisenberg. 

Othernearby riverside de- 
velopments, including Green- 
point Landing and the Edge, 
have come under fire for what 
critics describe as a sepa- 
rate-but-equal approach to 
so-called affordable housing 
for arrangements that place 
cheaper units on lower floors 
and make low-income tenants 
use separate entrances, but 
Two Trees wants to distance 
itself from all that. 

“Let’s be clear: Two Trees 
is 100 percent committed to 
ending the ‘poor door’ trend 
in Williamsburg,” Lombino 
said. “All of our buildings 
will include affordable units 
that are evenly distributed 
throughout — there will be 
no special entrances, and no 


segregation by floor or view. 
And [the Havermeyer Park 
lot] will host a building as 
spectacular as any, with 50 
percent market units, over- 
looking a brand new park, 
and with river views.” 

If Two Trees does build the 
200 below-market-rate apart- 
ments on the Kent Avenue 
site, the developer will still 
have another 460 to build to 
live up to the non-binding 
promise made by the previ- 
ous owner for cheap digs in 
the complex. 

Two Trees snatched up the 
iconic factory that anchors 
the Williamsburg Bridge for 
$185-million last year. Un- 
der its current plan, which 
needs city approval, the com- 
plex will contain 2,284 apart- 
ments.

H onk if you love flugelhorn so- 
los, marching bands dressed 
as rabbits, and sidewalk dance 
parties. 

HonkNYC, the annual festival show- 
casing brass and street bands, is back 
in town, bringing an eclectic parade 
of eccentric musicians to Brooklyn’s 
streets, bars, and art galleries, not to 
mention its parks and subways. 

“It’s pretty wild,” said JR Han- 
kins, a member of Brooklyn-based 
Balkan brass band Veveritse, which 
has been playing the festival for four 
years. “There’s tons of costumery, 
lots of dancing, good socializing, 
and silliness.” 

The event began as an unofficial 
after-party for the original Honk shin- 
dig in Boston, but became a festival in 
its own right in 2009, initially taking 
the name Bonk, short for Brooklyn 
Honk. And though the revelry now 
takes place across the city, Brook- 
lyn remains at the heart of the event. 
Six local bands are on the bill and 
the five days of brass and ditties will 
be book-ended by two big parties in 
the borough. 

This year’s festival will kick off 
with a boom on Oct. 15 with a pa- 
rade through the streets of Gowanus 
that will bring marchers to Littlefield, 
where the thundering drums of 65- 
piece, female samba-reggae drum 
group Batala NYC will be waiting 
to strike up the band. 

“We’ll be surprising people walk- 
ing through their neighborhoods with 
brass bands,” said festival steward 
Sara Valentine, who also moon- 
lights as a baton-twirler in the Hun- 
gry March Band. “Right from the 
get-go, it’s going to be about danc- 
ing and participating.” 

Batala’s membership is open to any 
woman with a desire to beat a drum 
and the group is emblematic of many 
of the bands at Honk. Some groups are 
comprised of professional, full-time

musicians, but many are made up of 
weekend hobby ists who have not picked 
up a trumpet or French horn since high 
school. What makes Honk unique, says 
Batala band leader Stacy Kovacs, is 
that bands of all skill levels and genres 
share the same spotlight. 

“It’s just a forum for all types of mu- 
sicians and all types of instruments,” 
she said. “It’s fun to realize that these 
people are adults. They have real day 
jobs and they take time out of their 
lives to come dress up like rabbits 
and play their saxophones.” 

Holding down the other end of this 
spectrum is renownedNew York trum- 
peter Frank London, who will head- 
line the opening night with his new 
proj ect Sharabi, a mash-up of klezmer 
music and Indian Bhangra. 

The party returns to Gowanus three 
days later for a Friday-night gala at 
the cavernous, canal-side Gowanus 
Ballroom, where a trio of Brooklyn 
bands will close out the festival. The 
10-piece PitchBlak Brass Band will 
bring its happy fusion of hip-hop 
and trombones; Veveritse will pro- 
vide twisty, Roma-inspired jams; and 
Flatbush’s own Haitain rara band Dja- 
rara will play homemade horns and 
party rhythms for one big blowout. 

And those are just the events we 
can tell you about. Bands will also 
be playing on the Staten Island Ferry, 
in the subway system, and at other 
renegade gig, but details will only be 
released 24 hours before the shows. 
Valentine promises it is worth keep- 
ing an eye on Honk’s web site and 
an ear to the ground. 

“When the doors open at the sub- 
way stops and people can’t even get on 
because there’s a brass band playing, 
it’s like nothing you’ve ever seen,” 
she said.

Like most of the small shops, restaurants and 
cafes in Red Hook, the newly opened C ourt Street 
Grocers Hero Shop feels to a visitor like just the 
kind of place you would want to become a reg- 
ular at.

But do not let the calm of the shop trick you 
into thinking the sandwiches will be simple 
fare. This place takes sandwich-making se- 
riously in much the same way as Saltie, the 
creative sandwich shop in Williamsburg to 
which the Red Hook joint seems like a close 
cousin. 

The Hero Shop is the first outgrowth of Court 
Street Grocers, the nearby gourmet foods store 
which has been putting together gourmet sand- 
wiches for years, and the new store carries the 
torch of quality ingredients and just enough 
creativity to keep you coming back. 

The approach is clear in the Ollie ($9), which 
incorporates broccoli rabe and Sriracha honey 
into a classic American sandwich of roast tur- 
key, provolone cheese and mayo.

Don’t Let It Get On Your Nerves: 
Treating Peripheral Neuropathy

O ver 20 million Americans are im- 
pacted by some form of periph- 
eral neuropathy. The condition 
results from damage to the pe- 
ripheral nerves, which connect the brain 
and the spinal cord (the central nervous 
system) to limbs and organs. Damage to 
the nerves can be caused by illnesses such 
as Lyme disease, cancer, kidney failure, 
rheumatoid arthritis or nutritional defi- 
ciencies. It is also sometimes a side effect 
of chemotherapy. One of the most com- 
mon causes is diabetes. While the causes 
of peripheral neuropathy vary, they tend 
to produce similar symptoms: most often 
patients suffering from neuropathy will 
experience pain, weakness, numbness, 
burning, tickling or tingling sensations 
("pins and needles") in the legs, feet, 
arms and hands and/or difficulty walk- 
ing. Peripheral neuropathy can occur at 
any age but is most common among older 
adults. It may arrive suddenly or progress 
gradually, over a period of years. 

Although many people develop the 
symptoms of neuropathy, public aware- 
ness of this condition is low; often, those 
who have one or more signs and symp- 
toms remain undiagnosed for months or 
years. Even more important, neuropathy 
may be the first sign of a previously un- 
diagnosed condition, including diabetes, 
hepatitis, and infectious or rheumato- 
logic disease. Individuals who develop 
symptoms without an obvious cause 
should see their doctors. 

Fortunately, neuropathy can frequently 
be managed and fully controlled, espe- 
cially when diagnosis and understand- 


ing are established at an early stage. 
With mild symptoms, adjusting lifestyle 
choices can alleviate neuropathy. Daily 
exercise can relieve symptoms of pain 
and can keep blood sugar levels under 
control for patients with neuropathy who 
also have diabetes. Foot care, especially 
for patients with diabetes is important; 
tight shoes and socks can increase pain 
and limit circulation. Smoking cessation 
can increase blood circulation and de- 
crease tingling sensations. Healthy eat- 
ing is also important because it ensures 
that patients get essential vitamins and 
minerals. Emphasis should be placed on 
low-fat meats and dairy products, with 
lots of fruits, vegetables and whole 
grains included in the diet. 

If the symptoms do not abate, patients 
with neuropathy may be treated with 
medications that have been proven to 
relieve pain, such as topical anesthetics, 
anti-seizure medications (which have 
been proven to decrease nerve pain) 
and anti-depressants, which have been 
found to help relieve discomfort by in- 
terfering with chemical processes in the 
brain and spinal cord pain centers. 

It is important to remember that neu- 
ropathy can be the marker for a more 
significant health problem and that 
treatment of the neuropathy depends, 
in part, on the underlying cause. It's a 
good idea to consult your doctor at the 
first signs. Though it is important to 
understand the causes, regardless of 
whether the neuropathy is symptomatic 
or idiopathic (without cause) it is often a 
manageable condition.

Park Slope boy killed by van 

12-year-old, a few weeks shy of bar mitzvah, followed ball into street

A 12-year-old Park Slope 
boy was killed by a van on 
Tuesday evening after he 
ran into a street near Pros- 
pect Park to fetch his soccer 
ball and was crushed, author- 
ities said. 

Samuel Cohen-Eckstein 
was playing near his Pros- 
pect Park West home near 
Third Street when the ball 
rolled out onto Prospect Park 
West and he sprinted into the 
two-lane street from the Pros- 
pect Park side to chase after 


it, police said. 

The youngster fell as he 
was running and was struck 
and run over by a 2006 Chev- 
rolet van at about 5:15 pm, 
cops said. 

Emergency responders 
found the child with criti- 
cal injuries to his torso and 
rushed him to New York 
Methodist Hospital, where 
he died, according to po- 
lice. 

The driver of the van re- 
mained on scene and was not 
immediately charged or tick- 
eted, cops said. The investi- 
gation is ongoing. 


It was not immediately 
clear whether the driver of 
the van was speeding, but 
neighbors say that Prospect 
Park West is a magnet for 
lead-footed drivers. 

“Parts of the avenue are 
like a raceway,” said Tom 
Prendergast of Prospect 
Park Southwest, adding 
that drivers have slowed 
down since a controversial 
two-way bike lane was in- 
stalled on the thoroughfare, 
cutting the car lanes from 
three to two. 

“But there are still drivers 
that insist on speeding and 


who are oblivious to pedes- 
trians that are crossing the 
avenue,” he said. 

Cohen-Eckstein was just 
more than a month from cel- 
ebrating his bar mitzvah, a 
Jewish coming-of-age rite, 
according to a website an- 
nouncing his occasion. 

The boy, who friends 
called Sammy, was an eighth 
grader at Park Slope’s MS 51 
on Fifth Avenue. 

By Wednesday after- 
noon, a memorial for Co- 
hen-Eckstein had sprouted 
in front of the middle 
school and near where he 


was fatally struck. 

“He was a really amaz- 
ing person,” said his 15-year- 
old sister Tamar, who attends 
Beacon High School in Man- 
hattan. 

The youngster’s class- 
mates said that he was a 
much-loved kid who played 
soccer and blew trumpet for 
the school’s jazz band. 

“He was a really smart per- 
son,” 13-year-old SomiaAz- 
zam said. “Everybody loved 
him.” 

Cohen-Eckstein was bur- 
ied at Green-Wood Cemetery 
on Thursday.

formation at the district at- 
torney’s office. “If anyone is 
helped by him being on the 
ballot, that is what Ameri- 
can politics is about.” 

Hynes also vowed that if 
is re-elected he would retain 
controversial assistant dis- 
trict attorney Michael Vec- 
chione, who has drawn fire 
for wrongful convictions 
based on alleged prosecu- 
torial misconduct. Thomp- 
son bashed Hynes during the 
primary campaign for letting 
Vecchione keep his job. 

“Mike Vecchione is one 
of the best attorneys in the 
country, and absolutely he 
will continue to serve the 
public,” said Hynes. 

Hynes also said he would 
hang onto Mark Posner, a 
married prosecutor in his of- 
fice who the Post revealed 


had called prostitutes from 
work to set up liaisons with 
— only to be quietly demoted 
instead of fired. 

“He’ll still be with us,” 
said the incumbent. 

Thompson’s campaign has 
blasted Hynes for going back 
on his promise to concede 
and to assist with the tran- 
sition between top prosecu- 
tors — and vowed to deal 
the incumbent an even more 
crushing defeat than the 55- 
44 percent loss he suffered 
on primary night. 

“It’s sad that Mr. Hynes 
refuses to accept the will of 
the people, as he repeatedly 
pledged to do last month,” 
said Thompson spokesman 
James Freedland. “And we 
are confident all of Brook- 
lyn’s voters will render the 
same overwhelming ver- 
dict as they did in the pri- 
mary.”

School officials say they 
hope that the tot lot will re- 
open next week, but the city 
has not yet said when it can 
reopen. In the meantime, the 
administrators say they want 
to keep the incident from hap- 
pening again and, to that end, 
they are sending the remain- 
ing day-care staffers to the 
office for a primer on how 
to keep track of kids. 

“We have apologized 
deeply to the parents and im- 
mediately informed the De- 
partment of Health and Hy- 
giene of the lapse,” a school 


spokesman said. “We have 
also temporarily closed the 
Infant and Toddler Center to 
review policies, procedures 
and teacher training. We are 
determined to ensure this can 
never happen again.” 

Williamsburg Northside 
also houses a preschool and 
an elementary school, but 
both are still operating. 

A worker at the Williams- 
burg Bright Horizons school 
said it is handling some of the 
displacedkids while Williams- 
burg Northside is closed. 

“It’s unfortunate,” Bright 
Horizons staffer Tiffany 
Charles said about the in- 
cident.

Parenting

I watched as they bent 
their bodies gracefully 
around the stage in their 
underwear, my friend Martin 
Lofsnes and his 360 Degree 
dancers. “Brave,” I thought, 
as I stared at their various 
sweat-drenched bodies clad 
in nothing more than little 
bits of cloth. 

It occurred to me then 
how silly it is that humans 
are embarrassed to be caught 
wearing so little. Wasn’t what 
the dancers were doing nat- 
ural? 

Nudity was a hot topic 
around my house. Espe- 
cially when I came out of the 
shower or was in the midst of 
getting dressed or undressed. 
Then, there were all kinds of 
comments from the peanut 
gallery. “Oh, gross! ” was my 
personal favorite. 

Seeing the parts prompted 
questions from the boys. Pe- 
nises they understood, but 
boobs? Vaginas? Why? What 
for? I tried my best to ex- 
plain. But was it wrong, to 
be there naked? To prompt 
their curiosity? 

I’ve been told by so many 


people how inappropriate it 
is to be naked in front of my 
two boys. In a writing class 
once, the majority of the 
class balked at my beauti- 
ful kiss through the shower 
glass with my then-5-year- 
old, me clothed on the other 
side. It seemed to my class- 
mates, many of them child- 
less, that the kiss was wildly 
wrong-headed. Because he 
was naked? My 5 year old? 

It made me sad, and 
slightly scared. Really? I am 
supposed to be disgusted by 
my young children’s naked 
bodies? They are supposed to 
be disgusted by mine? 

As with most things kid- 
related, I have to ask, “Where 
is that invisible line that sep- 
arates a child’s thinking from 
what they will think as an 
adult?” Do we imagine that 


a child shielded from nudity, 
as if bodies are bad, can later 
feel good about finding them 
beautiful? 

Oh. Right. There is no line, 
no sudden division between 
one mind and another. Life 
is a continuum from in utero 
on toward death, and finding 
naked bodies appealing ranks 
right up there as one of the 
most super-crucial things, a 
necessity one might say, to 
propagating the species. 

And yet, here we are. Back 
to what’s “supposed” to hap- 
pen, what no doubt one or 
many judgmental anony- 
mous commentators might 
believe is “the right way” to 
comport myself as a mother. I 
am supposed to be clothed at 
all times, no doubt, and highly 
protective of my most mater- 
nal mammary glands and my 


lady parts. I’m supposed to 
quickly take cover if they 
should catch me in the buff. 

No. I do not lock my door 
and keep my kids out if I’m 
changing. We still have some 
of our best chats when they’re 
in the shower or bath, when 
they’re captive and being 
soothed by the gentle forces 
of water, when they can re- 
member to share with me the 
changes they see and feel in 
their bodies. I cannot imagine 
it should be otherwise.

them by cheating them of 
their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party."
